This is in response to an Office Action mailed on August 26, 2003 from Examiner 
Priebe in which a restriction requirement was issued for the above-referenced application. 

By way of response, Applicants hereby elect claim group m, claims 4-5, 8-9 and 
22-23, directed to nucleic acid molecules, vectors, host cells, etc., for examination and 
have canceled claims corresponding to the non-elected groups I-II, IV- V, and VII-X.
